We don’t 
think there is any justification 
whatever for any government, 
either dominion or provincial 
standing by and seeing ou r best 
land pass into the hands 
Hutterites ad central Europeans 
They have some lower standards 
than we have, they are able to 
save money faster, they sac¬ 
rifice many of the better things 
in life that we consider ‘musts' 
in our life, and so because they 
get the ‘dough,’ our own sons 
and our neighbors sons get the 
“axe.’’ 

We are net saying that these
